Tally Shows 
Coast School 
Measure Wins 


HALF MOON BAY-A proposal 


to request $1,500,000 in state aid 
to assist in financing a new high 
school here, squeaked by with a 
1.7 edge over the necessary two- 
thirds majority needed, trustees 
of the Half Moon Bay Union High 
school ascertained Tuesday night 
upon canvassing results of last 
•week's election. 


A $450,000 bond issue for the 


school, to be constructed on a 
SS'/z-acre site near the junction 
of the San Mateo road and the 
Coast highway, had already se- 
cured a needed majority for ap- 
proval and could not have been 
upset by the counting of six ab- 
sentee ballots last night. • 


The final vote for state aid was 


705 yes, 350 no. 


The vote for the bond issue 


was 720 yes, 332 no. 


Superintendent Ellis R. Benson 


reported that three of the absen- 
tee ballots were not opened and 
declared 
illegal last night be- 


cause they had been postmarked 
the day of the election. The thre 
absentee ballots counted were al 
against the proposition. 


Because the bond issue passec 


without any doubt, Benson saic 
*he does not expect anyone to de 
mand a recount on the reques 
for state aid 


To expedite construction of the 


new high school, trustees agreec 
to hold bimonthly meetings in 
stead of holding only one meeting 


month. Board meetings hence 


forth will be held on the first 
and 
third 
Tuesdays 
of 
each 


month. At their next meeting, 
trustees are expected to complete 
legal papers formally asking for 
state aid. 


Meanwhile, 
Benson 
reported, 


architects for the new school, 
Delp, Johnson, Storm and Poole 
of San Francisco, will be asked 
to proceed with working drawings 
for the new school. He said it is 
hoped that actual construction 
bids can be called for early next 
year. 


Both the bonds and the request 


for state aid were twice previous- 
ly defeated. It is planned to sell 
the present high school to the

A Family Show 


During the show the motor ve-

Must Register 


Registration of boats under the 


new law began March 1 and will 
run through April 1. The law says 
that every boat of whatever size, 
type or make, shall be registered 
with the Department of Motor 
Vehicles before April 2. Otherwise 
the owners face a 50 per cent 
penalty on the registration fee 
and a $50 fine for operating an 
unregistered boat on any waters of 
California. The only exceptions 
are for rowboats which are never 
powered, 
and 
sailboats 
under 


eight feet long. 


The job of registering Califor- 


nia's more than one quarter mil- 
lion pleasure boats was given to 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 


and the trained personnel to do 
the job, and because of its' 134 
branch offices scattered through- 
out 
the state, 
it makes 
this 


agency the most convenient for 
registration. The law also says 
that "every peace officer" shall 
enforce 
the 
provisions of 
the 


boat registration act. 


A Flat Fee 


The registration fee for any boat 


of any size is a flat $5 for three 
years. And this new state regis- 
tration supersedes all of the reg- 
istration provisions previously un- 
der the Coast Guard or the vari- 
ous county assessors. Therefore, 
any number that any boat might 
now bear that had been issued 
aither by a county assessor or 
by the Coast Guard must be re-

commanding

Mason, and Col. Earl Hall, pres- 
ident of the Officers Open Mess 


The building is named for Vaj. 


Gen. 
Irwin McDowell. From his 


time, 1866-68, to 1943 it was the 
official residence of the Army's 
:op commander on the Pacific 
-oast. Among its residents in 
hat period were Generals E. 0. 
C. Ord, Phil Sheridan, J o h n 
Pope, Nelson Miles, Fred Fun- 
ston, Arthur MacArthur, Hunter 
Liggett, Paul B. Malone, 'John 


L. DeWitt, and Delos Emmons. 
It was originally built in 1855 for 
a family named Brook not fur- 
ther identified in the'HABS rec- 
ords.

Owners of older savings bonds

In an effort to answer the ques- 


tions posed by savings bonds own- 
ers, McCarthy listed many of the 
questions with their answers as 
follows: 


Q—What rate of interest do the 


new Series E bonds pay? 


A—They pay 33i per cent, com- 


pounded semi-annually, if held to 
maturity. 


Q—When did they start paying 


this new rate? 


A—It was made retroactive to 


June 1, 1959. This means all sav 
ings bonds purchased since Jun 
1 earn the new 3"i per cent rate.

tne interest accumulated amount- 
ed to $15.60 for an average yield 
of 2.72 per cent. During the last 
2 years 8 months it will accumu- 
late $10.72 in interest for an av- 
erage yield of 4.24 per cent.' 


Q—Was the rate of interest also 


increased on the Series H bond? 


A—Yes. Effective June 1, 1959, 


the rate was increased to 3% per 
cent, if held to maturity.

The parade began: so did the 


Carlmont band, but with 
hats 


flying Reed finally gave the sig- 
nal to retreat. The band ducked 
into an alley till the storm sub- 
sided, then they rejoined the pa- 
rade.

Thirty 
seconds later the key figures have 
been flashed on news wires to 
every part of the nation and the 
information is available free to 
everyone. 


The regular crop reports are a 


vital link in the nation's food and 
fiber 
economy. 
Farmers, foo 


processors, railroads, truckers— 
these and others need accurat 
reports on coming crops to pla 
the production and handling o 
the nation's food supply. Consum 
ers find many of the reports va 
uable becuase they supply tips o 
when particular 
foods 
will b 


plentiful and cheap or scarce anc 
expensive. 


The crop reports are closely 


guarded secrets until the moment 
of release because advance in 
formation could allow men "in 
the know" to reap huge profits 
on 
the 
speculative commodity 


trading exchanges, 


More than half a century ago, 


before the crop reporting board's 
present procedures were adopted, 
there was a leak. An Agriculture 
department official was reported 
to have used a window-shade sig- 
nal to pass a cotton crop figure 
to a confederate outside.

When the facts unfolded durin0

The system . begins when ques- 


tionnaires are mailed periodically 
to about 600,000 volunteer farmer 
crop reporters. Their reports go 
to 42 ,crop reporting board field 
offices covering 49 states (all ex- 
cept Alaska. 


State officials make up crop es- 


timates and mail them to Wash- 
ington. For major "speculative' 
crops, these letters go to a spe- 
cial double-locked mailbox in the 
Agriculture 
department's head, 


quarters. 


Then, on the day the report is 


to be prepared, begins the drama 
of the lockup. 


Early that morning guards es- 


cort two men to the mailbox. One 
is a representative of the-, se.cre- 
ary of agriculture, an other, is the 
chairman of the' crop" reporting 
aoard. Each has a key to one of 
the two locks on the mailbox. 


The men empty the mailbox 


and walk to the crop board's of- 
fices across the street. When they 
and their colleagues are inside, 
the entire office wing is sealed 
off. Doors are locked, telephones 
disconnected, windows sealed by 
closing and locking a special set 
of venetion blinds. 


Inside the locked wing, statis- 


ticians study the state figures, 
evaluate them and prepare final 
estimates. Nobody, as a general 
rule, gets out. 


Some years ago, former Agri- 


:ulture Secretary Arthur M. Hyde 
came to the wing early to sig. 


the report and tried to leave im 
mediately afterward. He, too, had 
to sit and wait until 3 p.m.

U.S. Seeking 
New Iron Ore 


NEW YORK — The American 


; 
steel industry is on a global hunt 
for new sources of iron ore to off- 
set the depletion of the richer de- 
posits in Minnesota's M e s a b i 
range, traditional source of food 
for the nation's blast furnaces. 


Steelways, 
official publication 


of American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tue, says the industry already has 
invested more than $2,000,000 into 
this project over the past 10 years 
and indicated that further expen- 
ditures would be forthcomin; 


The publication says that ven- 


tures to extract the valuable ores 
—in addition to those already be- 
ing mined—are now under way 
or in advanced planning stages 
in 
Canada, 
Venezuela, 
Chile, 


Peru. Brazil and Liberal. 


Steelways says that the use of 


overseas ore has been accelerat- 
ed by the nation's appetite for 
more and more steel products. 


Since 1940, American steelmak- 


ing capacity has risen 81 per cent 
from 81.6 million net tons of in- 
gots to 147.6 million net tons last 
year. Each ton of steel calls for 
about 1215 pounds of pig iron 
which, in turn, requires about a 
ton of iron ore. 


The publication also notes thai 


the steel industry still maintains 
an ever-watchful eye on the Me- 
sabi and has put more than a 
half billion dollars into process 
ing iron-bearing taconite rock in 
Minnesota alone. 


As these iron-rich taeonite pel- 


lets reached the blast furnaces, it 
became 
rapidly 
apparent 
that 


richer ores and ores with better 
structures resulting from benefi- 
cation brought lower over-all op- 
erating costs to the steelmakers.

For Old Age 
Benefits 


Every day thousands of per 


sons come into the more than 
500 disfrict offices of the Social 
Security Administration to f i l e 
claims for old-age, survivors or 
disability insurance benefits. 


What most of these persons 


don't realize, however, is that they 
may receive benefits sooner by 
taking their proofs with them on 
their first trip to the office. 


Those planning to retire within 


the next three months will need 
proof of their age and a record 
of recent earnings. 


A common 
misconception 
is 


that each applicant must have a 
birth certificate. Although a birth 
certificate recorded at or shortly 
after birth is the best possible 
proof of age. the social security 
office will accept an old docu- 
ment of good value showing the 
claimant's correct age or date of 
birth: examples are, baptisma 
certificates, 
school, 
church or 


census records, military records. 


As evidence of earnings From 


W-2, Withholding Tax Statement 
or in the case of self-employed 
persons, the previous year's Fed- 
eral Income Tax Return, w ill 
be needed. This will enable them 
to be credited with earnings that 
may not yet appear on official 
social security records. 


Self-employed applicants should 


also bring some proof that their 
income tax return has been filed 
with the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue.
